nion** from Eaftern Sources s " Holy Communion,* 
publijhed by Mr. Lumley / *' The Euchariftic 
Month** tranflated by Mr. G, Cofhy White ; 
" A Companion to Holy Communion,** by a Lay- 
man ; Mr, Parker's Edition of " The Imitation 
of Christ s** bf other works, have, with much 
generofity, been placed at the Editor's difpofal, in 

order 
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order that the prefent collegian may be the more 
complete. The materials from tbefe ftoreboufes 
of Devotional Treafures have been ufed in two 
ways, Tbey have been extracted entire j as they 
were publijhed^ as Litanies : ^ they have been 
borrowed piece^meal, ^ afterwards arranged as 
they now appear. By the former plan, moft of 
the more beautiful of the Litanies in our language^ 
have been colle&ed ; tsf by the latter^ moft of the 
more valued £sf many of the more familiar paf- 
fages of thofe devotions we commonly employ, have 
been reproduced, in afingle Volume, 

In addition to Litanies from thefe fources, 
others have been contributed, from Holy Scrip- 
ture, Ancient Liturgies, or other Manuals, by 
friends who have intrufted them, on their firft 
publication, or otherwife, to the prefent ColleStion. 

It will thus appear, that this Compilation — 
which contains Litanies on the Moft Holy Com- 
munion, drawn from Eucbariftic Sources, or founded 
upon Eucbariftic Truths, — owes its origin, to a 
very large extent, either to the indireSi affiftance, 
or to the a&ive co-operation of numerous kind 
friends, to whom the Editor is much indebted,

The introductory words, containing the 
Titles of the Divine PERSON addrejed, may be 
repeated before each fucceeding Invocation, The 
Form, " That it may pleafe Thee,^ ^c, may 
alfo, in many cafes, be fupplied where it is needed. 
And the Refponfe may always be repeated in full, 
even where, for the fake of marking more ftrongly 
the divifeons of the fever al Petitions, the firft 
words alone are printed.
